SABBATICAL LEAVE 
FOR FARMERS) ~ 


(Experimental Farni Notes.) 

Farming is a complicated business! 
New tricks and turns in the farming 
busines, like cash in the bank, are 
easily acquired: They are a product 
of time and effort, and the farmer 
who fails to invest in these properties 
can only expect to lose. Seeking 
methods of improving production and 
management are bis tools to a more 
enjoyable life. 

Progressive universities attempt to 
keep their professors from going stale 
by granting leave ,usually one term 
out of seven. Generally speaking 
this period is devoted to professional 
improvement bby, study or research, 

Farmers, like professors, can also 
drift into ruts and become stale. Like 
the professor, they too must spend a 
portion of each “term” in professional 
improvements. 

Although it is impossible for the 
man of the land to leave his job for 
any extended eriod, it is possible for 
him to get away for a day or two dur- 
ing the slack time. With this in mind, 
the experimental farms, district agri- 
culturists, and loca] agricultural im- 
provement societies each year have 
arranged field days, agricultural short 
courses and farmers’ meetings for 
the dissemination of latest informa- 
tion. These days canbe profitable and 
enjoyable to everyone concerned. Why 
not plan to attend the next one that 
is to be held. 

Yes, Farming is an extremely com- 
plicated business—it has become 
mechanized, industrialized, and even 
‘chemicalized, The man who can not 
and will not learn the new trick is fast, 
dropping out, ‘The one who takes 
time out to learn of improvements is 
the one who makes gains. 


‘Equity For Rural Lite 


External and internal forces are 
working against the rura] economy of 
Canada. The returns for an hour of 
work in rural areas are going down 
and hours of work are lengthening.

Canadian labor laws affect wrves 
while farm prices are forced dow: '« 
floors by the law of supply and de- 
mand which defjes, in the long run, 
both bureaucrats and political prices. 

There are two ways out of rural 
Canada’s economic dilema, which is 
deepening rapidly despite minor sur- 
face indications. 

One is to let events take their 
course through the channels dug by 
government, which may plug at any 
time. The other is to remove the 
stop logs from the dams and let 
prices and wages find their true 
levels in domestic and world mar- 
kets, 

The Canadian government should 
press even harder for international 
measures, within and outside the com- 
monwealth, that will increase trade 
and stabilize money. Within Canada 
action cannot be taken too quickly 
to augument grain selling forces by 
permitting the open market to oper- 
ate freely alongside the compulsory 
marketing of food products.

‘innumerable bio-types or combiga- 
lions of 15-B—each behaving dier- 
ontly—and to many other potential 
ew races of rust which nature at 
any time can, and probably will, 
faunch upon our crops. This will 
require more laboratory equipment, 
greenhouses, land and workers, and 
‘o increased money grants for further 
research in plant pathology and plant 
ureeding than is now available. It 
is considered that equipment, per- 
sonne] and money now available is 
mly about ten to eleven percent of 
what is needed to protect our wheat 
‘rops against most serious losses.—
